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THE STATE INSURANCE BUSINESS 


It is Governor Hell's constant boast 


that he is installing business methods in 
the administration of state government. 
It is presumable, therefore, that the gov- 
ernor will not object if a specific depart- 
ment in the state government is recom- 
mended for his attention. 
That depart- 


ment is the state insurance department, 
which with the state annuity and invest- 
ment board, controls the state tornado and 
fire insurance fund. From the facts avail- 
able, it appears very probable that an ex- 
amination by the governor into the invest- 
ments of that fund may yield some bene- 
ficial, withal surprising, results. 


The state is not allowed to advertise 


that it is in the insurance business. 
How- 


ever, the insurance department publishes 
annually a pamphlet on its business and 
its affairs. In the last issue of that pub- 
lication, we find this paragraph: 


"The rapid growth of the fire fund, 


together with its record for service and 
prompt payment of losses, has prompted 
some persons and organizations which 
profit from the placing of public prop- 
erly insurance with commercial compan- 
ies, to issue untrue and unlawful state- 
ments in regard to the financial condition 
of the fund and its plan of operation." 


It is to be hoped that the managers of 


the fund will not suspect us of improper 
partiality for the private insurance car- 
riers by reason of quoting some of the 
state's own financial figures relating to 
its investments. As a matter of fact, the 
state insurance fund, with its business con- 
fined exclusively to tax-supported units of 
government, is justifiable and sensible—if 
its business is conducted on a sound and 
economical basis. 


But we find ourselves wondering, med- 


itating dubiously after reading the finan- 
cial statement of the fund. 


We -find that the legislature, accord- 


ing to official figures, to date has bor- 
rowed almost half of the total assets of 
the fund and invested them in about $2,- 
000,000 worth of public buildings, build- 
ings which wouldn't be worth a dime if 
occasion for liquidation ever arose, and 
moreover, buildings which do not pro- 
duce as much revenue as would the other 
holdings which had to be liquidated when 
the legislature demanded the cash. 


We find furthermore that here the 


legislature has not only neatly and sur- 
reptitiously evaded one of the principal 
mandates of the state constitution, the 
prohibition against a state debt, but it has 
also loaded a state trust fund with an im- 
mense investment in property which can- 
not even in the imagination of the optim- 
ist be classified as an insurance asset. 
Yet we find the state office building and 
orthopedic hospital listed in the fund's 
ledger as representing nearly one half of 
the total backing of the state insurance 
enterprise. 


"The New Orthopedic or crippled 


Children's hospital located on the cam- 
pus rf the University of Wisconsin 
was- also constructed with money fur- 
ni.vhed the state by the fire fund. . . . 
They v.ill ever stand as a monument 
to the wisdom of those who pioneered 
the establishment of the plan where- 
by thousands of dollars paid out each 
year to private insurance companies 
for protection on public buildings were 
diverted to public use.'' 
Here in the insurance department's 


own bulletin we find the admission that 
Ihe hospital cannot be counted as a real 
asset to guarantee state insurance poli- 
cies, bui that it is rather the result of 
excess premiums paid by the municipali- 
ties who arc- covered in the fund. 


The claim is put forth that the state 


fund does not need all of its assets to meet 
possible losses. No one need hesitate for 
a reply to that one. If it is true, then lo- 
cal governments 
and 
school districts 


throughout the state for many years have 
paid excessive insurance costs. 


Doubtless the state office 
building 


serves a useful purpose. 
Doubtless too 


the children's hospital is necessary, and 
& monument to the social consciousness 
of the commonwealth. But they should 
not be paid for by local government poli- 
cy-holders under a subtle, extra-legal 
borrowing system disguised as insurance. 
They should be financed outright by the 
legislature, which ought also to have a 
proper respect for its powers and duties 
under the constitution. 


CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS 


In World War Number One England 


discovered that there are conscientious ob- 
jectors to war whose convictions are so 
genuine and deep they would willingly 
sacrifice their lives before wearing the 
uniform of the King. 


When men are 
convicted and sen- 


tenced to death for refusal tp join the 
military and stand unflinching before a 
firing squad, they have established that 
their convictions are not mere coats to be 
slipped on and off at convenience or to 
suit a particular situation. 


And so England has set up special 


tribunals composed of experienced, prac- 
tical but humane judges to inquire into 
every objection made by an Englishman 
to serving with the colors. 


Less than four men out of a thousand 


have to date raised the objection that they 
cannot conscientiously serve in the uni- 
formed forces. 


When a freeman's inborn hatred to 


military seri'ice is considered, this figure 
is very small. The temptation to claim a 
feeling that will save one from the danger 
of the battle-field is still insufficient to 
make men falsify when their honor and 
their country's safety are at stake. Here 
is something to be said in favor of hu- 
manity and democracy that should be said. 
For men are still willing to die en masse 
for what they consider right, a condition 
that seems to have grown stronger under 
democracy where it might have been sus- 
pected that the growth would be the other 
way. 


The English Tribunal's experiences with 


the objectors, or "conchies," as they are 
called, is often amusing and just as often 
pathetic. 


"Would you stand quietly by and let 


invading Germans kill your mother?" 
One objector was asked 
by the court. 


"Absolutely," he replied." "It is not a mat- 
ter of conscience exactly with me," said 
another. "I'm merely an egotist and I 
refuse to be chased around in answer to 
a bugle." 
-Still another declared that 


"I am a pacifist and I think the best way 
to treat this problem is to let the enemy 
come over here and then turn them your 
own way of thinking." 


A carpenter said he was in favor of 


inviting Hitler over to England "as a guest 
and a friend." Perhaps he looked no fur- 
ther and thought such a simple gesture 
would end the war. 


Another man said that if the Germans 


crossed to England "they should be al- 
lowed to conquer us," and that he would 
not participate in any manner in prevent- 
ing his own enslavement. 


So, to date, England finds less than 


four out of a thousand who are con- 
scientious objectors, and only about two 
out of a thousand who would surrender 
to save their own 'hides' even if their 
mothers were destroyed before their eyes. 
All together, it is a splendid average. 
In spite of the noisy shoutings of those 
who are trying to shape the national poli- 
cy because of their own fears, the over- 
whelming majority stands together, come 
what may. 
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YOUTH AT THE WHEEL 


Edsel Ford's plan to promote safer 


driving by boys and girls of high school 
age through a nation-wide Good Drivers' 
league promises much provided it does not 
prompt

We elders, it might be said, are al- 


ready loo prone to assume that we are 
much belter drivers than the youngslers. 
The facts do not support the claim. 


Figures from 
the 
National 
Safety 


Council indicate that from 38 to 40 per 
cent of reported automobile accidents are 
caused by drivers ranging in age from 
30 to 49, while only 11 per cent are 
caused by drivers under 20 years old. 


That doesn't seem right and perhaps 


for the sake of continued peace at home 
the figures had betler be kept from the 
youngsters. Nevertheless, that is the cold 
truth as obtained from careful analysis. 
And there is after all a logical explana- 
tion.

brought up in the automobile age. Fig- 
uralively, it was born behind Ihe wheel. 
But a considerable percentage of the el- 
ders began traveling the roads by horse 
and buggy. They were not born to auto- 
mobile driving; they had to learn it. Fre- 
quently there's a difference between the 
two in results. 


Of course, not all boys and girls are 


good drivers. 
Some are extremely dan- 


gerous drivers. 
And it is a fact that 


youth is likely to be more reckless than 
mature age. Undoubtedly some method of 
encouraging good driving, such as pro- 
posed by Mr. Ford, is highly desirable 
and would contribute much to making the 
highways safer.

Washington—On March 20, 1917, a tall, husky 


young man from Perth Amboy, N. J., heard 
Theodore Roosevelt speak at a rally in Madison 
Square Garden, New York. When the youngster 
left the meeting he was so fired with patriotism 
that he stopped at the first recruiting station 
and enlisted in the navy. 


He rose quickly. Because of his knowledge of 


seamanship, gained as a kid on the Jersey coast, 
he began his service as a bosun in command of 
a coast patrol boat. A little later he was com- 
missioned an ensign and ordered to a transport 
which carried thousands of troops to France. 


Today this youthful patriot sits at a desk in a 


second floor office of the great, sprawling, 
white stuccoed Navy building on upper Consti- 
tution avenue, the acting boss of the navy. 


That Lewis Compton is acting boss of the 


navy is known to few ex'en in Washington. He 
is not a politician. He is a business man who 
believes in running public affairs in a business- 
like manner. He didn't seek out the job. It 
sought him out and was offered to him strictly 
because of his qualification. 


It happened this way: In the fall of 1936, when 


Roosevelt persuaded Charles Edison, son of the 
famed inventor, to take the post of assistant sec- 
retary, the first man to congratulate him, in his 
office in East Orange, was Lewis Compton. 


"Thanks, Luke." ^aid Edison, "but I have no 


business taking this job. I don't know the bow 
of a ship from the stern." 


"You don't need to," said Compton. "In the 


navy there are plenty of men who do. All you 
need is a good assistant. Count me in.'1 


"Do you mean it?" said Edison. 
"Sure," was the reply. 
"What are you doing Monday?" said Edison. 


"Come down to Washington with me and we'll 
fix things up." 
WON EDISON'S ADMIRATION 


The two men had become acquainted only the 


year before, when Compton was state director 
of relief in New Jersey. Edison, president of 
Thomas A. Edison Industries, Inc., was also 
starting a laboratory experiment in federal 
housing in New Jersey, and needed some white- 
collar relief workers to staff the project. 


He asked for an appointment with Compton, 


and when he entered the office, Compton was 
dictating into a machirle. "I see, said Edison, 
"you are an executive who values his time." 


He smiled and pointed to the machine. It was 


an Ediphone, product of Edison Industries. 


Compton assigned relief workers to the hous- 


ing project in a way that evoked Edison's ad- 
miration. Instead of handing him a lot of 
butchers and bakers, he allowed Edison free 
range to select skilled men, regardless of poli- 
tics, with the result that the New Jersey FHA 
had the most efficient record in the country. 


This was the beginning of a mutual admira- 


tion between the two men. They are entirely 
unlike, however. Compton, is a tall (six-foot- 
three), rugged, two-fisted type of executive, 
with the picturesque profanity of a Masefield 
sailor. He supplements the quiet, whimsical, 
music-loving secretary of the navy. Edison has 
boundless patience; Compton, until his riding 
accident last summer, had none. But lying four 
months on his back, after a severely crippling 
fall from a horse, gave him a measure of calm- 
ness he never had known before. 


Compton is not a brilliant man. His teachers 


dispaired of him at Exeter academy in New 
Hampshire, where he and his two brothers were 
each in turn, known as "Buck" Compton. When 
the youngest, Billy, entered the -academy, 
Lewis led him on the opening day to the regis- 
trar, famed James A. ("Tuffy") Tufts, and "Mr. 
Chips of America."

BUSINESSMEN RULE SHIPYARDS 


It may not be brilliance, but it is a clear- 


sighted perseverance which lies behind Comp- 
ton's work today in reorganizing the navy de- 
partment. He and Edison, both with the back- 
ground of business men, insist that the shore 
establishments of the navy, which employ 100,- 
000 civilian workmen—riveters, steam-fitters, 
electricians, designers—cannot be well directed 
by an officer trained only in commanding a 
ship. 


In other words, you can't build submarines by 


throwing a steam-fitter into the brig if he does- 
n't salute and say, "Aye, aye, sir!" The navy's 
shore establishments constitute one of the larg- 
est industrial enterprises in the country, and 
Compton and Edison hold that they should be 
directed by men trained in industrial manage- 
ment.

While 
the use of well-prepared fertilized 
soil, that which was dug over last 
'all, is best, excellent results can be 
lad with soil prepared immediately 
n advance of seed sowing. 


Dehydrated sheep or cow man- 


ures can be added to the soil just 
Defore planting the 
seeds. Since 


':hcse fertilizers add little humus 
.o thc soil, it is well to also spade 
n a generous quantity of pulveriz- 
ed peatmoss. After thorough mixing, 
he soil should be firmed' to prevent 
he formation of air pockets under 
;he surface. Give special care to the 
op inch or two of soij. Sieving this 
ayer through quarter-inch meshed 
wire provides the seedlings with a 
soil conducive to easy rooting. 


Sow two or three seeds in a se- 


eded spot. Later, as they grow, the 
veakest ones can be pulled out. 


The chief difficulty now in out- 


door seed sowing is excess damp- 
ness. Covering the seeds with finely 
sieved coal ashes, instead of the 
customary soil, generally prevents 
the growth of fungus which rots 
seedlings thc soil line. After leaves 
have formed, water with a soluble 
fertilizer diluted at the rate of 1 
ounce to 6 gallons of water.

The lime also will tend to soften the 
water and by increasing the treat- 
ment, the plant could produce soft 
water, which would save consumers 
a considerable amount of money in 
soap costs. The treatment now in- 
cludes carbon and ammonium sul- 
phate for taste, chlorine to purify 
and alum to settle out the dirt in the 
water. 


The new filtered water reservoir 


of a million gallons capacity will 
be built at the east property line 
on land purchased a few years ago 
from the Fox River Paper company. 
The clear well capacity of the plant 
now is 130,000 gallons in a tank lo- 
cated under the filter beds. In ad- 
dition the plant has a reserve stor- 
age tank of 24 million gallons on 
Prospect avenue and a 
pressure 


storage tank of 500,000 gallons ca- 
pacity on Walnut street. Neither 
can be used in the plant operation, 
but only for storage. The new clear 
well will give the plant added op- 
eration storage and will tend to im- 
prove the taste of the water by al- 
lowing it to stand for a time. Pres- 
ently the chlorine treatment is giv- 
en to the water as it leaves the 
plant. 


Mixing: Equipment 


Suitable mixing and 
clarified 


equipment will be installed in the 
present, large settling basin and a 
new plain settling basin of a half- 
million gallons capacity will be 
built north of the present 
basin. 


This will provide a longer contact 
period between the water 
and 


chemicals and will permit a more 
constant operation of the filters. 


The two compartments 
of the 


present inadequate clear well under 
the filters will be inter-connected 
with the adjoining old settling ba- 
sins and piped so as to provide a 
sufficient contact period for after 
clormation. This will add 150,000 
gallons to the available clear water 
storage. 


To increase the reliability of fire 


protection the high lift pump pipe 
connections will be improved and 
a 4-million gallon capacity electric 
centrifugal pump will be added for 
emergencies. 
The horse power of 


two low lift motors will be in- 
creased. 


Chemical Building 


The chemical building addition 


will provide suitable space 
for 


storage and feeding all chemicals 
necessary for purification, taste and 
odor removal and softening of the 
supply. 


Tho Chicago firm also made a 


comparison between pumping with 
the present diesel engines and elec- 
tric engines and reported that it 
would be good economy to continue 
pumping with diesel equipment as 
long as it continues to be service- 
able. 


The diesel engines have only op- 


erated an average of 8V years dur- 
ing the 251 years since they were 
installed. The equipment is in good 
condition and should continue to be 
serviceable under the same condi- 
tions for another 25 years, the firm 
concluded.

New York—(T)—A fiery ring in 


Ihe heavens, caused by an annular 
eclipse of the sun, will move across 
southern and southwestern states 
tomorrow, offering this country its 
first glimpse cf the phenomenon in 
75 years. 


The full phase will 
be visible 


along a 150-mile belt from the big 
bend setcion of Texas to Jackson- 
ville, Fla, provided the weather is 
dear. Forecasts indicate cloudiness 
over most of the region. 


Elsewhere in the United States 


and North America, with the excep- 
tion of Alaska, only a partial eclipse 
will be seen. 


Because the moon's distance from 


the earth will be too great to effect 
a complete blackout or 
"total" 


eclipse of the sun, the "ring" eclipse 
will result. Ninety-three per cent of 
the sun's surface will be covered 
when the moon reaches the point of 
concentricity. 


To the casual observer in the cen- 


tral phase 7one the effect will be 
only a lessening of sunlight 
and 


possibly a paling from a yellow to 
a greenish cast. 


Through smoked glasses or an 


over-exposed film negative, howev- 
er, the sight will be that of a flam- 
ing ring, with huge billows shoot- 
ing outward from the sun's edge. It 
will last four to six minutes. 


The last stellar spectacle of this 


sort in the United States occurred 
in 1865. The next is not due until 
1944. Astronomers are interested 
keenly because no photographic rec- 
ord of this type of eclipse ever has 
been made. 


Traveling from west to cast at a 


2,000-mile-an-hour clip, the eclipse 
starts at 3:05 p. m. in San Francis- 
co and can be seen in New York at 
4:05 p. m.

A hundred years ago, 2,208 men 


worked to gather facts for the U. S. 
census. The nation at that time had 
1,753,000 square miles of land, more 
than half as much as the 48 states 
have today. Nine and seven-tenths 
persons dived on each square mile, 
on the average, or about one-fourth 
as many as an each square mile to- 
day. 


The number 
of people 
in "the 


United States in 1840 was figured 
at 17,069,000. The number in the 
country this year is yet to be found 
out, but I can tell you at least'one 
secret — this year's number will 
prove to be larger! I shall not be 
surprised if the population is found 
to be almost eight times as great 
as it was a century ago, not count- 
ing the territories. 


The report for 1840 had about 


1,500 pages. Half a century later the 
census 
report 
contained 
26,400 


pages! 


Forty-six thousand persons took 


part in obtaining facts for the 1890 
census. This great army of census- 
takers did the work in only one 
month. The population was found to 
be 62,947.000. (Note: In giving large 
figures, I am using "round num- 
bers.") 


Modern census workers 
gather 


many facts besides the number of 
people. They ask dozens of ques- 
tions. The reports show the number 
of insane, the number of farmers, 
the number of miners,. the size of 
crops, 
and ever so many 
other 


things. 


The gathering of the 1940 census 


will take a month. Then a vast 
amount of work will be done at 
Washington to put the figures to- 
gether, 
and to publish 
them in 


many volumes. One book, an "Ab- 
stract of the Census," is to be ex- 
pected. This volume will give the 
main facts in less space. 


It v/ould be a mistake to suppose 


that the United States census bu- 
reau goes to work only once in ten 
years. It works year in and year! 
out, keeping records of births and! 
deaths, gathering special figures on 
cities, and so on. 


Canada's 
next 
big 
census 
is 


scheduled for next year. At the 
time it takes place, I plan to write 
stories on the growth of Canada 
and the story of the Canadian cen- 
sus.
